Jeſas Chriſt, did race the Temple at Jeruſalem and at the racing of 
it, when hee came to one Room there, called SanZnm Santlorum, 
the Holy of Holies, where none but the Prieſt once a yeere didenter: 
to, he fell flat upon his face, and ſayd, This place could not chuſe 
otherwiſe to be,then the place where the moſt high God did dwell. 
If any other doe thinke to make it appeare nnto me, that private 
places are as vertuons,let them proceed : for that choſen veſſel Saint 
Pan! ſayes, He that is filthy, let him be filthy ſtill : I knew they can- 
not prove it by Scripture, which is the glaſſe of Gods will, and the 
very pathway to ſalvation, and the dire& way which the ſonnes of 
men ought to teach, preach, and walk by. For further ſatisfaQtion 
to tender conſciences, I refer my ſelfe to the Learned to deſcribe ir. 
Pr ovided alwayes, that ſach Learned: men doe deteſt Popery on the - 
one (ide, and ſhun Herefie on the other fide : for there be abundance 
of people in this age, Fd pretend to avoyd Popery, and fell into the 
gulfe of Hereſlie ; ſo that 1t'may be well ſayd of ſuch people, with 
the words of the Poet, Incidit in Sillam qui vnlt vitere (harybdim.
